On 
the voter entering the polling place, 
a judge tears a ballot from a bound 
book, leaving as a stub the number 
and name of the voter. The name 
and registered number of the voter 
are written on'the ballot. The voter 
takes the bailot, goes into a booth 
marks the ballot, folds it with the 
bottom end turned to the perforated 
line and returns it to the judges 
who tear off the registered number of 
the voter and drops into the box. 
This makes it impossible for the 
judges or any one to tell by whom 
any particular vote was cast.

changes that could be made at some 
later date. The mayor should really 
have the appointing power and it 
would finally settle there." 


The able and affable Judge is now 


laboring quite energetically for the 
adoption of the charter as it now 
stands, with the apppointive power 
in the probate judge. If the ap- 
Bplntiife power should have beeu put 
in tb.8 mayor then, the Judge has 
ottered no reason why it should not 
5fC8t at the same place today. The 
Judge knows there will be, Indeed, 
amaH chance for a change should the 
ripper be once adopted aa it stands 
now. 


Up to this writing the ripper bill 


people ha\e offered no good and suffi- 
cient reason why the' special charter 
would be any better than the present 
system. Aa they very modestly inform 
us that they possess all the business, 
ability and intelligence of the town, 
this certainly makes a very sad show- 
Ing for the merits of the ripper.

And Mangled Was the Body of 


Poor Christina Lust

Was Ran Down Sunday Night on 


Tenth Street Near Offnere 


Instantly Killed— Remains Were 


Discovered Two Hour* Later, 


Cold and Stiff in Death. 


' A distressing accident occurred Sun- 
day evening that resulted in the blot- 
ting out of the life of Mrs. Christina 
Luat, wife of Peter Lust, who resides 
on the corner cf Twelfth and Chilll- 
cothe streets. 


For a number of years Mrs. Lust 


has been [delivering milk to parties 
throughout the city. 
About six 


o'clock Sunday evening- she started 
on her route delivering milk and a 
few minutes after seven o'clock she 
was at the residence of Gus Brown, 
on Tenth'atreet, above Offnere. 


After leaving there she, as had 


been her custom, started down theN. 
& W. track. Near Offnere street she 
noticed an approaching train. At 
the Offnere street crossing she met 
Street Car [Conductor Adams and 
asked him if that train was on the 
track she was an. On receiving his 
answer she started down the track, 
and no more was heard of ber until 
nearly two hours^later, when ^Charles 
Whitt, who was walking down Tenth 
street near the abbattoir, 'saw a tin 
bucket near the track. On glancing 
around he saw something white on 
"the opposite side, near the track. He 
passed on until he reached the C. P. 
& V. depot. Meeting a friend here, 
he told him what be had seen and 
suggested that they walk back and 
see what the Jwbite object was. As 
they came up the track they found 
the body of an old lady. They re- 
ported [at the power house. Dr. 
Foster was summoned and an exam- 
inaton developed that it was the body 
of Mrs. Christina Lust. Both arms 
were broken, one leg cut oil and a 
bruise on the forehead. The patrol 
was called and" she was taken to her 
residence. 
It is supposed that the 


last freight passing through about 
7:30 o'clock struck her. Yet it may 
bave been the yard engine which 
passed down a few minutes later. 
It 


supposed, from the condition of the 
body, that she~had been dead nearly 
two hours when found. 


Mrs. Lust was born iu Germany 


sixty-nine years ago, and on her 
sixty-ninth birthday was suddenly 
ushered into the great beyond. She 
came to this county when but eigh- 
teen years old. Her husband and six 
children survive her. All are in the 
city except two sous, who are at 
Newark, Ohio. 
No arrangements 


have been made as to the time of the 
funeral.
